Do 
not put fiatirons directly over a gas

This Is a 
reasonable doubt. The country is new. 
It Is within the memory of many who 
will read this that the bison roamed 
these prairies at will, that there were 
DO railroads, no settlements beyond 
that of some of the Hudson Bay posts, 
a few courageous ranchmen and In- 
dians. It was a country of unknown 
quantity. It is different today, and It 
has been made different In that short 
time because of the latent stores of 
wealth hidden In the land, which has 
been made to yield bountifully through 
the daring enterprise of the pioneer 
and the railways that had the courage 
to extend their enterprising lines of 
steel throughout Its length and a great 
portion of its breadth. 
Villages and 


hamlets have developed into towns and 
towns into cities, supported and main- 
tained by those who, coming practi- 
cally from all parts of the world, and 
many, yes, thousands, from the neigh- 
boring states to the south, have taken 
op land that cost them but a trifle as 
compared with what they were able 
to dispose of the holdings upon which 
they had been living for years. These 
people brought with them a method 
In life that electrified and changed the 
entire Canadian West. Today things 
are different, and a trip to Western 
Canada. • ill show a country new but 
old. New because changes have been 
wrought that give to the newooiner 
the opportunity to become port or a 
growing and developing country—It 
gives the chance to say what shall be 
made of it; old because there has been 
brought Into Its life those things 
thnt'have proven useful In older coun- 
tries, while there has been eliminated 
everything that would tend to a back- 
ward stage. A writer, dealing with 
social matters, treats of the schools, 
and says: 


"Everywhere the school follows the 


plow. Cities which a few years ago 
were represented by scattered shacks 
arc proud today of their school build- 
ings. The web of education is being 
(spread 
over 
the 
prairie. 
Lately, 


however, a new policy has been adopt- 
ed. Instead of many rural schools, 
big central schools arc being estab- 
lished, each serving nn area of fifty 
square miles or so, and children who 
live a mile and a half away are con- 
veyed thither in well-wanned motor 
cars. In the summer, of course, they 
come on "bikes'* or ponies.

the young idea is taught to 


shoot in ninny directions. The instruc- 
tion is not limited to the three R's, 
but nature study and manual crafts 


are taught, in order that the future 


agriculturist may hnvo his educatiOn- 
nl foundation laid. Many rural schools 
have pleasant gardens attached, with 
flower and vegetable beds, and the 
visitor to one such school deep in the 
country says she will never forget the 
pride with which a little lad showed

of onions In his plot.

Two methods of review may be era- 


ployed to advantage. 


1. Character Study. Assign the out-

Eze- 
kiel, the prophet of God; Daniel, the 
statesman; Ezra, the teacher of God's 
word, etc. 


2. Summary of Contents. This is a 


good method at all times. It can be 
adapted to different grades.

Happy is 
the man who has tied to Christ, for to 
such there is no judgment (John 3:24). 


Lesson IV. Daniel's sterling worth 


brought him to the front—he \\as ele- 
vated to be prime minister of the Per- 
sian empire. Moved by jealousy cer- 
tain wicked men plotted his downfall. 
Because of a ilawless record in bu^i- 
ness they trumped up a charge against 
him on the ground of his foreign re- 
ligion. Though the king executed the 
foolish decree Daniel was delivered 
and his accusers \\ere cast into the den 
of lions and destroyed. 


Lesson V. Though Israel went into 


captivity as a chastisement of the 
Lord, in due time He reco\ered them. 
God's covenant and judgments are 
sure. He can move a heathen king to 
freely fulfill His .own good pleasure 
and purpose.

Ezra 
was moved by the Spirit of God to lead 
them ,l»ack to fellowship. 
Because 


Ezra sought the Lord his way was 
prospered. Success always comes to 
those who trust God. 


Lesson IX. When Nehemiah heard 


of the distress of his brethren at Je- 
rusalem, he took the, matter to the 
Lord in prayer. Their sorrow and dis 
tress was his sorrow and distress. Is 
any afflicted, Jet him pray (Jas. 5:13). 


Lesson X. When Nehemiah began 


the rebuilding of the walls of Jeru- 
salem he encountered violent opposi- 
tion from without ana from within. 
His faith in God moved him to go 
straight on with the work and he had 
the joy of seeing the work completed.

Canada, 
Unit the children will not enjoy the 
school privileges afforded 
them 
lu 
their present surroundings. Tliis Is a 
reasonable doubt. The country is now. 
It Is within tlio memory of many wljo 
win rend this that the bison roamed 
these prairies at will, that there were 
no railroads» no settlements beyond 
that of some of Uie Hudson Bay posts, 
a few courageous ranchmen and In- 
dians. It was a country of unknown 
quonllty. It Is different today, and It 
has been made diiTerent in that short 
time becajse of the latent stores of 
wealth hidden in the land, which has 
been made to yield bountifully through 
the daring enterprise of the pioneer 
and the railways that had the courage 
to extend their enterprising lines of 
Btoel throufeliout its length and u gréât 
portion of its breadth. 
Villages and 
hamlets have developed Into towns and 
towns into cities, supported and main- 
tained by those who, coming practi- 
cally from all parts of the world, and 
many, yes, thousands, from the neigh- 
boring states to the south, have taken 
up land that cost them but a trille as 
compared with what they were aDle 
to dispose of the holdings upon which 
they had been living for years. These 
people brought with them a method 
In life that electrified and changed the 
entire Canadian West.

that have proven useful in older coun- 
tries. while there has been eliminated 
everything that would tend to a back- 
ward stage. 
A writer, dealing with 
social matters, treats of the schools, 


and -says: 


"Everywhere the school follows the 
plow. Cities which a few years ago 
were represented by scattered shacks 
are proud today of their school build- 
lugs. The web of education Is being 
apread 
over 
the 
prairie. 
Lately, 
however, a new policy has been adopt- 
ed. 
Instead of many rural schools, 
big central scliools are being estab- 
lished. each serving an area of fifty 
square miles or so. and children who 
live a mile and a half away are con-
